On  the  1851  map  this  appears  as  a 
smaller  house  (probably  the  same  house  without  addition)  and  is  listed  as 
J.  Hartwell's. 

The  1855  Directory  thru  I863  Directory  list  this  as  the  residence  of  Rodney  Wal- 
lace, of  the  firm  of  Shepley  and  Wallace,  later  the  owner  of  Fitchburg  Paper 
and  one  of  i’itchburg' s most  prominent  citizens.  Later  this  belonged  to  Walter 
G.  Corey,  Treasurer  of  the  Wachusett  National  Bank.  He  added  the  stable  on  the 
Mechanic  St.  side  (now  apartments)  which  was  designed  by  H.M.  Francis.  This 
house  is  extremely  important  to  the  quality  of  the  Upper  Common  Area.
